It’s a fair'bet 4hat 90 percent of iU benefi­ 
ciaries are unfamiliar with what it says after the open­ 
ing statement. But that Isn’t important. The text even 
in 1776 was only the manifestation of a spiratual up­ 
rising that swept the civilised world like a prairie fire. 
It burned out once and for all‘the belief then wide­ 
ly held that despotism had to be endured because it 
had supernatural sanction. It did not eliminate des­ 
potism itself, which continues to be practiced wherever 
and whenever despots can get away with it, but it de 
stroyieti the myth of sanction which had kept men in 
abject slavery for thousands of years. 
It replaced the myth with the truth that the only 
Just powers of government a rf derived from the con 
sent of the governed. That truth has been the main 
obstacle to despotism sino» 1776. It is still the most 
progressive concept of government |n the world- today 
—•the ultimate rebuttal to all the mouthings of dleta- 
torstpp, the thing most feared by governments holding 
theujselves in power by terror—Ahe hope most cher- 
lshe<J by all victims of the cult of compulsion. 
Among the many fine ways of celebrating Inde­ 
pendence day, one of the finest is to re-read the Dec­ 
laration of Independence. H ie language 1« old-fash­ 
ioned and the persons referred to are mellowed by the 
dim light of history, but the issue Involved is still be­ 
ing fought—the right of men* to be masters of their 
own Jlives, not the slaves of a despot's will. 
----------------- 
Rev ising the Electo ral Co llege 
A Republican platform plank calls for “a revision 
of the procedure for the election of the president and 
vice president which will reflect more exactly the pop­ 
ular vote.” This obviously is a proposal to revise the 
electoral college. 
The Constitution's framers devoted a great deal of 
thought to the method of choosing the chief executive, 
but their system wasn’t wholly satisfactory and was 
changed by the 12th amendment in 1804. Neither has 
the ievision been wholly satisfactory, for in 1876 and 
1888, respectively. Tilden and Cleveland lost in the 
electoral college while receiving the majority of the 
popular vote. 
The most common proposed change Is to make the 
electoral vote proportionate to the popular vote. Such 
a plan would benefit the Republicans in the south and 
the Democrats In Republican areas, but It also would 
endanger the two-party system. That might give rise 
to a multiplicity of parties such as France has, with 
chaotic politics and government* formed of coalitions 
The electoral system as now constituted holds down 
the number of parties because a party must carry a 
state if Its votes are to count in a national election 
The present electoral system hasn't worked out the 
way its unguiators planned. Nevertheless, U isn’t a 
system to be modified without serious study.

Inflation of the sinuses has been 
called the 
greet American head­ 
ache, because so many people seem 
to suffer from it. 
But. even though sinus infection 
is so common, tt is not always easy 
to diagnose, despite the fact that 
we have a number of 
different 
methods for this purpose at 
our 
command. 
Other Methods 
Sometimes, of course, the diag­ 
nosis can be made on the basis of 
symptoms; but, in many cases, this 
is not enough for certain, and we 
must then turn to other methods. 
One of these is known as transillu­ 
mination. The patient is seated in 
a darkened rogm und a light is 
shown through the sinuses. If there 
is an Infection in the sinus, the 
light will not pass through it 
An inspection of the inside of the 
nose often will ghow pus coming 
from the infected sinuses. 
Diagno sis Po ssible 
Neither of these methods is abso­ 
lutely accurate. 
Inspection of the 
nose and the presence of pus would 
make a diagnosis possible In about 
three out of four cases. 
The transillumination is only sat­ 
isfactory In about one out of three 
cases. X-ray studies are helpful in 
» tout 90 per cent of the cases 
Still another method of making a 
diagnosis Is to irrigate the sinus i 
with a salt solution. The washing 
frcm the sinus will show the pres­ 
ence of infected material if sinus 
infection is present. 
The same procedure is also help­ 
ful Ur treatment. For this purpose, 
the sinuses may be 
washed 
out 
either with a salt solution or with a 
solution of sulfathiassoie or penicil­ 
lin 
It has been suggested, how­ 


ever, that the use of the salt solu­ 
tion is just as effective in bringing 
about a cure of the condition as are 
the sulfathlazole and penicillin pre- 
paratloas. 
No matter what solu­ 
tion Is employed, improvement usu­ 
ally occurs after two or four treat­ 
ments. 
Permanent Drainage 
If the washing of the sinuses does 
not bring about improvement, some 
type of operation to establish per­ 
manent drainage may be required. 
Allergy or sensitivity seems 
to 
play a part in sinus infection. Many 
patients with a sensitivity to dust 
or pollens develop a chronic nasal 
discharge, with swelling of the lin­ 
ing membrane of the nose. 
Of course, these things 
interier 
with drainage from the sinuses and 
often are accompanied t*y a chronic 
sinus infection. 
In such cases, treatment of the 
al^ry c condition ajso Is necessary 
Attempts should be made to find 
the substances to which the patient 
is sensitive and to avoid contact 
with them.

I have a daughter that is 
thirteen years of age. 
She

headaches often, together with an 
upset stomach. What is the cause? 
Answer : It is probable that your 
child is suffering from migraine 
licudaches. 
Headaches, which occur at Irreg­ 
ular intervals and are frequently 
accompanies by nausea ami vomit­ 
ing and occasionally by spots be­ 
fore the eyes, are known as mig­ 
raine headaches 
It is thought that 
they may have a connection with 
eye 
disturbances, but 
the 
exact 
cause la still unknown. 
The treatment of imyruuu con­ 
sists of plenty of outdoor exercise, 


a simple, well-balanced diet 
and 
frequent movement of the bowels 
There are no drugs which will cure 
the condition, although there 
are 
many which will temporarily relieve 
the pain.

We all are building our own homes 
(ourselves) and have only the base­ 
ments finished and are living In 
those until we have money to finish. 
In desperation we’ve all dug wells 
and they have all gone dry at one 
time or another. 
We have 
been 
promised pipe from several differ­ 
ent places but no one has it for us. 
“I have a son seven, a daughter 
three and to really makft my (wat­ 
er) problem worse we had a sui- 
prise visit from the stork in April 
“ A family of four needs a lot of 
water—and then a new baby! 
He 
must be kept clean. 
“We surely don’t wish it as a 
gift.. We want to pay any one what 
it is worth, 
“Thanking you, Mrs, Paul 
On­ 
drey, Kinkead rd., Hillsboro, IU.” 
A White House secretary relayed 
Mrs. Ondrey’s letter to the 
com­ 
merce department, whose office of 
industry cooperation (QIC) is cop­ 


ing with the problem of overcoming 
“vital” shortages. 
The letter drifted along to the 
desk of a steel company official on 
loan to OIC. 
It found the right man there, all 
right. 
He promptly called a com­ 
pany In St. Louis, and the company 
sent a man the 70 miles or so o>
